fkrons beaſt, his ingratitude, cauſed by co⸗ 


uetouſneſſe, bis lacke of bzotherly charitie, 
cauſed by wzetched couetouſneſſe, bis loths 
ſome and beaſtly life, cauſcd by myſerable 
touetouſneſſe, his dilpaire of God, cauſed be 
byle coneftouſneſſe ; and laſtlie, his hoz- 


neſſe. 
But ficft, le aſt the ſequell of his actions, 
might carie a face of diſcredite,J will dzaw 


togeatber a dzaught of the lyke diſoꝛders, 


that haue beene in others, the rypping vp of 
whoſe pꝛoceedings, halbe no leſſe pleaſant 


to retoʒde, wherein as in a maye be 
percepued,how all eſtates, haue been with 
conetous Auarice infeded. 
J reade of Didius Iulianus the Emperoz, 


that when any man ſent him a Pigge , 02 & 


Hare, he would deuide it ſo, that it Gould 


ſerue him thꝛer dapes foz his ſlippers, and 


pet in the meane ſpace ſo myſerable, that 


a (mall quantity ofother hearbs, 
Ochus Ring of the Perſians, was of ſuch a 
touetous minde , tdat be weuld neuer en⸗ 
ter into the Cittie , leaſt that the women 
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rible end, cauſed by abhcminable couetouſs 
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The life and death ofa 


fo: the Perſians had a lawe, that as ſone as 
the King was entred, as many women as 
tame to him, ſhould recepue eucry one a 
peece of money, 
Condalus, one of the houſholde of Mau ſo - 
lus. king of Caria. was ſo auarous and græ⸗ 
dy of money , that if be found any Tres 
by the way as he went bearing fruife, be | 
would gather thcrof, and carry them to ths | 
market to ſell: and if any man had bzought 
dim a Sbe&pe, 02 a Calfe , he would com- 
maund the giuer fo bcare it home againe, 
and nouriſhe it vp, afterwardes when he 
ſaw his time, he would demaund it againe, 
and net onely that, but if any increaſe had 
in the meane tyme come thereof, be would 
make c!ayme of it to be his owne: a graces 
Ice tricke of a greedy toꝛmoꝛaunt. 
Sergius Galba, oppꝛeſſed the Citties of 
Spaine and homies with crecſſiue fribufes, 
melted the golden crowne of lupiter, which 
weighed fiffene pound weight: and if be 
had come to any coſtly banquet . be would 
baue wepf,as one that was ſozy foꝛ ſo great 
coaſt : a needy heart, and a greedy eye, 
When as Alemæon, the ſonne of Mega - 
clis , had oftentymes verit tourtec ully en- 


tertained won Ambaſſadozs of Crafus king 
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of Lidia, as they went to the Oꝛacle at Dels - © 
phos; King Cræſus to requite bis humane a 
tp, and to recompence ſuch a benefit, graun⸗ 
ted him as much golde as be could beare a⸗ 
wap. Then Alcmzon, becauſe be would 
beare away the bigger burden, and ffoze 
himſelfe foz euer with golde inough, puttes 
on a long fide gowne , and large wide buſ⸗ 
| kins, and ſo entering into the Treaſurie of 
Cræſus, he filles euerp emptie place about 
him with golde, he crammes his mouth alſo 
with treaſure , and tyes certapne peces of 
golde to his beapze, ſo that being ouerbur⸗ 
dened with the waight thereof, he was foz- 
ted to fall downe vnder the ſame : which 
Crzſus beholding , burſteth into a laughe 
fer,and ſends him away with all that trea⸗ 
ſure, a lyberall minde of a King, but a coue⸗ 
tous heart of a miſerable captife, - 
Plautus telleth of one Euclio, a conefous 
w2etch, who, when he had a pot full of mos 
ney in his houſe, hidden in the earth, durſt 
not goe out cf his doꝛes, foz feare it ſhould 
be ſtolne, befoꝛe be could returne, and moze- 
| per, ho was of ſuch a wzetched minde, that 
+» | as many as came to his houſe , foz whatloe- 
uer cauſe it were, yet be ſuſpected them of

ef his God, J would ſay of his godes: a my» 
ſerable minte,and a flauilh life. 

HBrennus, ſonietime a Captaine,beſſeging 
Epheſus, had the Cittie betraied into bis 
bandes, by a woman of a deuilliſh couctous 
minde, which as ſone as Brennus was en⸗ 


Golde, as he purpoſed thereby it ſbould be 
ber laſt burden, abhozring and deteſting 
this her womaniſhe anarice , a iuſt reward 
foz ſo vniuſt a deſpꝛe. 

Septimalus the ſeruant of Caius Gracchus, 
bearing thaf the Conſull had pꝛoc lar med, 
that whoſocuer could bzing Gracchus head, 
ſhould haue the weight thereof in Gold, he 
cutte off his Maiſters head, and beareth if 
vpon a ſpeare thozowe the Cittie , but that 
which was moze , he was ſo beſotted with 
couctous deſpꝛe, that lyke a vile varlette, de 
melted leade into the ſkull thereof, to make 
the weight thereof the greater, and his re⸗ 


ward the moze: a Trayterous tricke of a 


truttleſſe couetous villaine, 
Eriphyle, though a greedie deſpꝛe of a 
golden chaine, which Adraſtus King of the 
Argine: did weare , betrayed her Yaſband 
Amphiarus, who had hidde himſelfe ina 
ſecrete place, becauſe he would not goe to 


fred, he loadeth the woman with ſo much 
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1 my lerable Vlurer of Fraunce. 


Tbebes to warre , fo: as much as be had re⸗ 
teiued a P2opbcſte. that if he went thether, 3 
be Chould there periſhe. 
Thus we la that Ringes, Captaines, 
meane men, wiues, and ſeruauntes, haue 
fbzough the dzie dꝛopſie of Auarice, ſpotted 
tzhepꝛ names with infamie,and leſt cf they 
lyues a ſhameful memozie: but thinke you 
that couetouſneſſe bath alone touched theſe, 
and ſo gone no further, pes, Popes, 4 Cars 
dinalles, both haue, and do pet gredily gas 
ther, 4 meſt vngrat ioullꝑ hozde,of whome, 
euen one example, and ſo fo our Piſkozie, 
Martinus a Biſhop of Rome, was wont 
pꝛiuilie to put out the ware Tapers that 
burned in the Temple. to make them ſerus 
foz his owne lyghts at home, a great ns 
in a Pope of deuot ion: and niozeouer, the 
ſame — — be would ſane his Oyle, 
which he was wont to ſpend in cating of 
liche, made his ſteward to de liuer big houſe⸗ 
bold ſeruaunts they: fiſhe rawe, and ſo this 
| god Biſhop being an honeſt ſparing man, 
left behinde him a notable cxample of bis 
abſtinence,and temperance, that he would 
baue others vſe, but it was J warrant pou, 
when his owne belly was full, and ſildome 


03 neuer found in himſelle. 
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The lyfe and death of a a YT 
AngeloQus a Pꝛieſt, and afterward a 
Cardinall, was accuſtomed whereſoener bs 
did hoaſt,y2iuilp to ſteale from euery bozle, 
barlie out of the manger, fo: that he would 
be at no ceaſt wirh bis owne , vntyll "mw a 
tyme it chaunced tbe hoaſt of the Inne, fo 
to finde him withcut light in the ſtable,and 
thinking him tobe a theefe that had teme to 
ſteale ſome hozſe,he wel and thziftilie bum⸗ 
balked him, tyll with chame inongb ths 
Cardinall deſcried himſelfe and his intent, 
and ſo ſhe poꝛe wzetch , 1 the hoafk 
bis Iyar, 3 would ſay the ler, befo2e his 
_ was taught after that foz walking lo 
— hand, yen ſball vnderſtãd, that there i 
in F raunce,a certaine villadge named 
Beedaliar ,* neere vnto the Riner of Dalier, 
which entreth info þ Riuer of Loyze: thers 
dwelt this myſerable myſer , of whome J 
intreate, who by repoꝛt was the ſenne of an 
Italian, his name was Lanton,and his one⸗ 
ly trade was curſſed Uſurie , wherein be 
was ſc exct ſſiue, that be let fo2 fix Souſe vp/ 


pon the French pound, which is nine pence 
— two Hilling — which he let from

Ut to returne to þ matter we haue in 


myſerable Vſurer of Fraunce. 
fhy2tenemonethes fo thyztene monethes, 
to make his mony double at the pteres end. 
But matke, fo2 beere commeth in the cauſe 
of. his Tragedy , and the onely thing that 
dꝛaue the conceptsof his minde into a cares 
full conflict, and himſelfe at laſt to vtter 
There was dwelling by this Lanton , & 
pao:e man, who was bound to this myſer 
toz thyztie French crownes , ſome of the 
which debt was foz money, but the greatclt 
part foz Intereſt: this poze man fell in de- 
tape. not being able to pape that he ought, 
which Lanton our Uſurer pertepuing, (as 
one that thought he would be fp: ſerued) 
clappes bp this phie man in pziſonne, 
the (mall quantitie of gods he had, were 
during bis impziſonment , ceaſed 


by others , vnto whome the pcoze man 


was indebfed: which Lanton hearing of, 
as one that was not accuſtomed to meets 
with ſuch loſſes , raunged vp and downe, 


lyke one that with the loſſe of his money, 


bad loſt his wittes alſo, and not knowing 
where fo beſtow himlelfe, noz bow to quiet 
his diſcontented minde, gotte him into the 
fetdes , thinking there by himſelfe to bes 
wayle his vnlucky chaunce, belyke,by us.

king bis complaint to the ſenceleſſe tries, o: 


(cwing his pll bappe to the vnreaſonabls 
beaſtes, whome though be reſcmbled not in 


wbple, but be metcs with one that bzinge

- debfo2 of his, that cught him ten frankes, 


was dead, and died ſo pe, that there was 


no hope of the recouerie thereof: Lanton, 
that befoze was bat halfe franticke , wag 
now ſtarke mad, and Code in that plight, 
that who ſo ſhould bane bebe lde him in this 
perplexitie, would haue thought him to be 
turned fo a Cone with Niobe: now Aua⸗ 


rice pꝛicketh him,conetouſneſſe galles him, 


ſo;row afflias bim,4 diſpayze aſlayles him, 
bis face wered pale , 


| head, bis bandes Hoke , his legges fayled 


_ yzres him to ſuch a conceyte foz bis loſte 
- Jdoll his good, that finding no ways ts 
make bp this loſſe with gaine , be determi 
ned nolwe to make bis laſt wyll , and ſo to 
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hape, pet was he lyke them in mind: pawze 
wzetched Lanton had not thus walkeda | 
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bis countenaunce fell 
dotone , bis eyes ode fall ſtaring in his

lvke to ſuch an other Uſurer , that baning 
kplled his bagges with the bndoing of mas 
ny a man, and heaped vp golde, to the ters 
ro; , and burden of bis owne conſctence. 
| when bis tyme of death came, that be muſk 
leaue all, and ſing lothe to depart to that 
he entpzelie loued: he ſendes foz a Nota⸗ 
rie, and byddes him wꝛite, what, ſayth the 
Notarie , marrie, ſapth he , Druitias meas 
dimitto mundo, corpus vermibus , animan 
autem diabolo, which is: I giue my goods 
to the worlde, my body to the earth, but 
my ſoule I bequeath to the devill. 
| Sachanother Uſurer we had in our Cit⸗ 
tie, that in his fickneſle , being afrapde his 
frendes would robbe him, ( lyke that Eu- 
clio ot whome Plautus ſpeaketh or) made 
bis bedde by his counting houſe doe, and 
lapd the ke pes bnder his beddes head: who 
vntyll his ende, had his eye neuer frem the 
dae, but thought, that whoſoeuer came 
niere it, went about to burlt it open. O 
myſerable Auarice , © grevie deſpze of 
golde , Tho wiiters of naturall thinges 
ſay, that, gold both naturally changeth that 
wherevnto it is ioyned, and that certapne 
diſeaſes are naturally in it contayned, e ſe⸗ 
cretly incloſed, it changeth;foz being vſed in 
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verie harde to be nn in the winter,

meafes,it altereth the ſaucur, and ſo minis 
fred to the melancholique it cauſeth mirth, 
it bydsth infy2mities , foz ſome (aye, that if 
it be cuſfomably eaten, it tauſeth tbe Le- 
pꝛoſte: but certainlic, whatſoever it doth 
in out ward appcaraunce , we ſc that in⸗ 
wardlie it bath theſe ſame effectes , fo2 ws 


ſee how it chaungeth, when of true Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, it maketh lewde lpars, and of vertu⸗ 


ous men, vicious monſters. And therefoze 


ſapth Prudentius: Aurum fi ſeras anrens 


pſie nequis , If golde thou ſceke, thou canſt 


not vertuous be. 
But to the matter, Lanton being in this 


tac, hies him home, and buies him a halter, 


and albeit he was not accuſtomed to lape 
out a penny , fo2 thinges ncceſſary fo2 his 
life (ag hall after appearc, ) yet to ſhozten 
his lyfe be was no myſer , Thus bauing 
bought him a halter,to hamper ſuch a ſtinc⸗ 
king iade as bimſlſclfe , be gotte him into a 
voide and ſolitarie pate. ſequeſtred from 
company , and being not ccmmonlie fre- 
quented. named. Hell ſtreæte, a meete place 
foz a helliſhe heunde. This Hell ſtreete, is 
a long and large high wap, verie fo wle and 
filthy at all tymes with mudde. and my2e,

bp reaſon of quagmy? et and dy2f that thers 
remaineth : on eche ſide of this kreete, ars 
certayne meddowes, hauing great bankes, 
deepe ditches,and high Trecs, the ware is 
 biddeous, filthy, and verie vncomfeztable. 
Though this ſkreef,it chaunced on Chzift- 
maſſe Cue laſt, came ryding a hozfeman, 

from Nants, towardes Paris, about thꝛee of 
the clocke at after none, and by reaſon the 
way was fowle, bis pace was beric ſlowe: 
Trauailing thus, it was his bapps fo ſpie a 
farre off, at the ende of the meddolve,a man 
that bad clymed a lyttle Tree, vnto the 
which as he perceiued,he had tped a halter, 
and faſtened to a ſtrong arme of the Tree, 
which being done, be th:uſt his necke info 
the other ende, hauing a lyding knot , and 
fo moſt madly, fartouſly, and deſperatly, be 
thꝛew himſcife downe, he had not thus con⸗ 
kinued but a lyftle (pace, but that this Paſs 
 ſenger bad arriued at the place, and percep⸗ 
uing that he purpcſed to call away bimſelf, 
as one aſtoniſhed at the ſuddaineſſe of the 
aght, be dꝛewe his (wo2de , and at thꝛee 02 
fowze blowes cutte the halter a ſunder, and 
ſo the miſerable Lancon fell to the ground, 
with gaſtlie countenaunce , as being halte 


dead: In the end NY to — 


ring ok dim againe, the firſt wo2ds be ſpake 


keth mp minde , as J ſ&me to feele alreavp 
the paines cf the dampned , ſo that in ſleede 
of helping me,thon haſt hurt me,x thinking 


there was no body there,and 
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opening bis eyes, he began to bꝛeathe, and 
with fruntick lokes, ſtaring bore and there 
round abaut him, be ſawe this man with | 
bis naked ſwo2d, who lighting off his hozſe, 
put bp bis ſwoꝛde into his ſheath, then lyf- 
ting vp this deſperate w2eich , and recouc- 


were theſe : Mhat foztune haue J wꝛet⸗ 
ched man, that might bane bene rid frem 
the troubles of this woꝛld, J Gould baue 
gained by the diſpatch of my life, a reſt and 
quietneſſe, moſt incomparable , where as 
now by the J am retayned and kept ſtyl in 
anguiſh and ſozrow , which now ſo tozmen- 


to pteld me comfo2t , thou baſt bzought me 
fo care: O moſt myſerahlc that J am, what 
ſhal become of me. And ſaping theſe woꝛds, 
be caſt vp his epes, ſtretched out his armes, 
and wꝛong his bandes, as if the man had 
done him ſome great miſchaunce.

Do Lanton being ſaued from the deſte⸗ 
ny ofa halter, was no moze thankfull then 
this man being curedof his erro: , he 
Paſenger ſæing him fo deſperate , and in 
ſuch a taking, tmagined, that all the vni⸗ 
uerſall callamities that had happened to 
man, had lyghted on the bead of w2etched 
Lanron , and therefoze went about with 
_ fayze wozdes to knowe the cauſes of his 
greefe, but this wzetch gave him neuer a 
woꝛd, but fœling t groping about hisſneck.

fo be cufte , was in ſach a rage, foꝛ the lofſe 
of his thꝛee balfepeny halter, that ſuddainly 
be ſtarteth vp. and violently ruſhing vppon 
this man, tatcheth of his hatte. and rents as 
wap his hatte bande of Cipꝛeſſe, ſwearing, 
and pꝛoteſting verie earneſtlie, that except 
be papde him foz his halter, he ſhould not 
bane his hatte bande, and ſaping ſo, he gri⸗ 
peth the Cipers in the ene hande, and with 
the other be th2oweth bis halter in a great 
fume againlt the ground. | 

The poꝛe Paſſenger remapneth at the 
fight hecreof amazed, knowing not ſcarce» 
lie what to ſaye, conſidering the ingrati⸗ 
tude of this wzetch , who onght him his 
lyfe, and pet contended with him foz the | 
value of thꝛee halpence , and at the laft, 
burſt out into theſe wozves . My freend, 
is this the thankes thou peeldeſt me, and 
the requitali thou makeſt me. that baus 
ſaved thy life, and hyndꝛed thee from that; 
whereby thou migh'eſf haue calf awape, 


bote thy body and ſoule , that they ſhoul⸗ 


deſt repaye me againe with theſe dealings. 
But this w2etched Lanron woulde not 
heart theſe wozdes , but continued his fo: 
mer ſpeeche : Chou ſhalt not haue thy 


batte bande, except thou pape me ſoz my
